DETAILED ACTION 

This is the fourth office action for U.S. Application 10/532,648 for an Articulated 
Suspension filed on April 25, 2005. 1-4 and 7-10 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4 and 7-10 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 
statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose an articulated 
suspension device with a suspension part that has a part-spherical external profile, a 
connecting part suspended on the suspension part with an annular band disposed 
between the suspension part and connection part and enabling a sliding rotational and 
tilting movement of the parts, wherein the connecting part has an end with a part- 
spherical internal profile that corresponds to a spherical external profile of the band, and 
wherein there are bores provided beneath the spherical end of the connecting part and 
an enclosure for covering a slot aperture produced by the articulated suspension 
between the suspension and connecting part.
